Carlinville, III., June 15.—Since the 


aDDonncement was made of the tiling of 
Mayor John R. Richards ofJBnnker Hill, 
by Captain F. T. Hedley^edtor of' the 
Backer Hill Gazette,'this county has been 
wrought up with intense excitement, 
owing to the prominence of tbe unfortu- 
nate principals and Miss. .Brown, over 
whom Capt. Hedley and Mayor Richards 
quarreled. Immediately after tbe shoot- 
ing, which occurred on Bunker Hill's 
principal street as tbe bells were ringing 
for dinner, Capt. Hedley surrendered to a 
constable and, sfearlng for his safety, he 
requested that he be at once driven to this 
city lor protection from Richards'friendi, 
who were making din. threats. Once 
here be asked an immediate hearing, 
which was granted. Justice' Cloud held 
him in bail of $3000 to await future de- 
velopments of tbe wounded man's condi- 
tion. The same day of the, shooting at B 
o'clock Bichards died, his friends having 
done everything In their power to save bis 
We. 


Ever since the news of Bichards' death 


great interest was manifested as to the ac- 
tion of the justice court at the preliminary 
trial, which waa held today. The ques- 
tion raised was whether or not Hedley 
maid be admitted to ball. Hedley was 
represented by Gen. John I. Hlnaker, 
Thomas Rinakorand B. W. Hayes. States 
Attorney Vaughn and A. H. Bell were 
tbe attorneys for tbe state.

Only the most recent maps of East 


Central Africa will give the reader the 
exact location of Mashonaland. The 
travelers make such rapid progress 
nowadays that it is hard for the map- 
bakers to keep up with them. Those 
maps drawn within the past ten years 
ehould show Manicaland and the ter- 
ritory of the Matabili, the latter 
bounding Mashonaland on the west. 
Although near neighbors, the Mata- 
bili have not been very neighborly, and 
tiave in past years held the Mashonas in 
bondage. Yet the Matabili themselves 
are Zulus who 63 years ago fled from, 
the wrath of the tyrant chief Tchaka 
Brst into the Transvaal, and thence, be- 
ling pressed by the Boers, into Mashon- 
bland, where in the neighborhood o: 
JBuluwayo they located their centra 
Pfcraal," or capital, a land frnitful ant 
jwell watered, and in the peacefu 
(Mashonas they found fl subservient race 
Sover which they could domineer. 
I So for this period it is impossible to 
tpeak of the two races separately, al 
though racially they are very differ- 
ent. When the Matabili "came, saw 
'and conquered" Mashonaland their Jtt 
Ens Ciesar was a bloated monarch 
^called Chief Moselekatse. We use the 
;term "bloated" advisedly, because the 
JMatabili want fat men for their rufers 
•After running his course of cruelty ant 
jof rapine against the Mashonas he died 
I 


ound in this great *ract lying north, 
of the Boer republic (formerly" the, 
Transvaal), it is in ito agricultural re-* 
sources that its true wealth murt be, 
sought. The land yielda two crop* 
each year of corn (called "mealies" ini 
Africa), wheat, oats and barley. Un, 
fortunately but little work can be got 
out of the natives, who are of the most, 
easy-going and indolent character, like, 
unto the man in this' country who 
claimed to have been "born tired.'. 
I 


In tropical Africa the white man; 


cannot hope to work on a farm and 
cultivate the soil. The climate does 
not permit of hard, physical labor, if 
he attempts to dig, plow, hew or quarry 
tie will soon succumb to the heat or the 
ever-lurking fevers. Yet in a land so. 
fertile there is much to be gained byj 
the white race as soon as they become 
acclimated and secure the help of quali- 
fied laborers. Probably the Hjndoq 
will fill the requirement in this respect 
and will make a desirable settler and 
immigrant, for the negro '-of central 
East Africa is too lazy, the Arab arro- 
irant, ignorant and vicious. 


In the meantime the region isTjeing 


settled and the white man is trying to 
become acclimated. The scenery ii 
grand, indeed. Manicaland has been 
termed the Switzerland of Africa. 
There are long valleys in which/are 
park-like stretches of rich verdure, 
with here and there clumps of trees. 
Prom any point .of view the hills, ris- 
ing tier upon tier, close in the horizon. 
A peculiar feature is the occasional pile 
of great bowlders, "kopjes" the Boers 
call them, which distinguishes any pic- 
ture one may draw on the Pungwe 01 
the Tuli rivers. 
While the gold prospector and farm- 


er may be interested more or less in 
Manlea and Mashonaland the Nimrod 
finds the new territory a perfect hunt- 
ing field. In the vicinity of the Pung- 


ond was succeeded by his son Loben- 
gula, who reigned for 30 years. He was 
every inch a king, in the opinion of 
his loyal subjects, weighing not less 
than 300 pounds. He is said to have 
Rained much of his size by constant 
beer-drinking. So important was this 
element of fatness to his chieftaincy 
that his majesty had a habit of order- 
ing the beheading of any prominent 
subject who seemed to be growing too 
stout!' Another crime, by Matabili law, 
was drinking the lung's beer. Loberi- 
pula on one occasion ordered his ex- 
ecutioner to cut off the nose, cars and 
arms of a poor wretch who had stolen 
p. bottle of the royal beer. 
i About four years ago gold was dis- 
fcovered, or rediscovered, in Mashona- 
land, and King Lobengula gave per- 
tnission to the South African Chartered 
tompany'to prospect for it. After a 
fettle he regretted the concession, when 
fee found the troops owned by the com- 
toany had taken possession of the terri- 
tory -which, you will remember, his 
tribe had forcibly seized GO years be- 
iore. • Thereupon followed the MataBili 
War, in which Lobengula was killed, 
the Matabili driven out, and Manica- 
land and MasKonaland are now'settled 
by the British, and the people are being 
f ivilized. With the dread of their war-

like neighbors removed, whose savages^ 
crfme year by 'year to wash their as- 
pegais in the blood of the Mashonas, 
there .»re great possibilities ior this 
leaceful race. 


There ,is 
considerable gold in 
tfashonaland, but a good deal of it 
las been dug out long centuries ago, 
for all we can tell to' the contrary, in 
{the days of Bang Solomon, the son of 
pavid. A party .of prospectors under 
the guidance, of the natives has been 
uhown< extensive old workings and 
reefs stretching 'over' many miles of 
xrantry. The hands that dug for gold 
there* have, long ages ago gone to .their 
rest, for the modern miner now and 
then comei across a skeleton of a1 differ- 
ent race to that which' aow live* In 
Mashonaland. As inch remains crum- 
ble into dart when expoeed to the light, 
{it to difficult to even gtteM whence 
toey *aitae wBb' opened these mine*. 
(Another <tran«e 'fact ir that they 
IdriUed iota, in tie rock* »everta Inches 
deep. The question arfs««; did these au- 
icient miner* Wart? 'And, 'if ao. with 
neat? And, tt not, why did they driU 
holes? 
'

r While more mineral wealth toto be 


we river the game most plentiful ia 
buffalo, seacow, elands, harte-beest, 
blue wildebeest, roan antelope, sable 
antelope, bush-buck and many smaller 
kinds of game. The hippopotamus is 
native here, and the rhinoceros also, 
and of the latter the white species is 
occasionally met with. The eland ia 
a magnificent animal, specimens fre- 
quently weighing 1,300 to 1,500 pounds, 
As exciting as any kind of sport is ,tp 
encounter a herd of buffalo, which, il 
not as large as his American cousin 
(now 
almost, extinct), is at all events 


quite as 'fierce. 


The mighty Nimrod is very glad to 


get safely away -from a herd of say 400 
of these animals as they make a mad 
rush, with heads dov^i and tails erect, 
the very earth trembling to their stam- 
pede. While the lion is one of the first 
of wild animals to leave on the ap- 
proach of the settlers he is still occa- 
sionally met with in the old forest 
growth of the rivers and is a dangerous 
foe indeed when he dashes on the un- 
suspecting hunter from his lurking 
place behind a huge kopje. 


Among the picturesque natives of 


Mashonaland and Manica is Maqua- 
niqua, queen of the Masbonas, whose 
sway extends over many kraals in the 
valley watered by the Itevue river and 
from Umtali toward Masse-Kesse. At 
the battle of Chua she brought her 
peo- 


ple to fight for the British and led them 
herself. When they ran away, as Ma- 
shonas generally do, she smashed in 
with her battleax the heads of as many 
runaways as she could catch. She her- 
self remained under fire, the rifle bul- 
lets whistling around her, with equan- 
imity. The queen is a fine specimen i 
of African humanity, with a splendid, I 
coarse physique and. an .ugly, brutal 
face.. She *as generally three or four 
consorts, but when she tifes of them, 
she prefers knocking them on the head 
with a spiked club to any other kind 
of divorce.' 


Mequaniqua's nephew is King Me 


Tnssa, chief of Manicaland, and he, too, 
is .stalwart, dignified and dirty. His 
majesty puts on much of the pomp and 
ceremony which distinguishes civilized 
raonarchs. For instance, a herald al- 
ways .precedes him as he enters a kraal 
or settlement, shouting:. 


"Here comes Me Taesa, the chief] 
The Lord of th« Sun' and Moon!' 
The doc that prowls by night! 
The slayer of white men! 
The conqueror of the lion! 
Hall to Me Tossa, th« chief!" 


and a-great many more titles. Then 
come his followers—a rather ragged 
looking crew, „ one now and then 
adorned with an old "plug" hat. To 
these succeeds a man carrying' a battle 
ax of beautifully polished1 ebony, 
curiously inlaid with brass. After 
these forerunners the king himself—• 
tall! stout man with woolly hair, but 
rather good features. He wean a 
toga-like garment of bine and white, 
ragged and dirty, for state occasions * 
lion's hide cloak, and ai all times an 
English cricketer'* cap oi bine flan- 
nel. Such i* majesty In-East Central 
Africa.

His subordinates and those 
who see him more intimately are very 
fond of him.

great European powers, and <b.eir best 
and ripest diplomats are sent there 
and paid generous salaries. There, if 
anywhere, the superiority of the Euro- 
pean system ought to show itself. 


And, so far as material splendor goes, 


it does. The British minister. Sir Philip 
Curne, occupies, rent free, on enor- 
mous building in the form of a hollow 
square standing in the middle of spa- 
cious grounds. The property must be 
worth $500,000 or BO. In the hot sea- 
son s smaller building at Theropia on 
the BosphortiB is occupied by the em- 
bassy, just as in the United States a 
cummer legation is established in New 
York. The minister maintains-his mag- 
nificence-on ar •salary, with table allow- 
ance, of some £ 10,000 a year. 


The German»embassy occupies' a 


building still larger, but farther from 
the heart of Pera, on tbe road leading 
to Dolmabogtche 
palace—a 
great, 


dreary barn of a place, built with a 
part of the millions wrung from France 
after the war of 1870. 


The French palace is another hoflow 


«quare, with jutting wings at the four 
corners, giving a pleasant architectural 
effect. It ie in the heart of the town, 
but has a large garden about it. The 
Russian embassy is near by, quite as 
large and beautifully placed. The Aus- 
trian embassy is a trifle smaller, but it 
Is a most interestingJSuflding hlstori- 
•^Hy, dating back, to -the time of the 
Genoese rule of- the city. Cven the 
Jailer powers' have handsome build- 
Jugs for their ambassadors^, and all of 
them maintain summer palaces in or 
Bear Therapia-besideK^""

ficence the foreigit diplomats do their 
pork. After a little observation of that

It would be affectation to ignore the

There is no American colony in trade 


In Turkey. The only Americans here 
are the saissionaries, 170 In number, be- 
sides wive* and children, scattered all 
through thelnteriorof AuiaMinor. The 
Turks hate the missionaries like polscta 
and hold them responsible for the Ar- 
menian rebellion. That not an Ameri- 
can man.woman, child or dog was killed 
In the riots was due to Mr. Terrell's 
shrewdness. Skilled to read the rotfgh 
book of human nature, he foresaw the 
massacres. In August, 1895, he pre- 
dicted that the set-called reforms would 
be followed by a slaughter of the Ar- 
menians and by great danger to Ameri- 
can missionaries. The fact that he de- 
manded, in 'advance of the massacre, 
Turkish police protection for every 
American mission station in Tnrffey 
saved no one knows how many lives. 
And it is gratefully appreciated by the 
hard-working missionaries of the in- 
terior; by the few missionaries of other 
nationalities, too, for in consequence of 
Minister Terrell's demands protection 
was ordered for all missionary stations, 
even those whose ministers had not 
asked it. 


Here's a sample of the horse sense 


methods of our diplomacy: An Arme- 
nian, trembling with fear, reached Mr. 
Terrell's office one day and drew from 
his matted hair a quill. It contained 
a no.te from Miss CofQng, an American 
in Hadjin, saying that the local pasha 
t!as going to burn the town and sow 
its site to barley. Mr. Terrell adivised 
the porte of the contemplated agricul-* 
tural enterprise, and addedi: "If any 
American in that tonn Js injured I 
sliall demand and I shall have the head 
of that pasha. Result: The pasha was 
recalled, a better one appointed and the 
entire town escaped the massacre. Let- 
ters attesting Miss Coffing's gratitude 
are on file in the state department.

road station was a breach of the strict 
etiquette of royal incognitos, as the 
queen in he* iravels 1s the counteaa of 
Balmoral, and can be recognized offi- 
cially only by that title. A similar break 
with tradition was made last year by 
King Leopold H, of Belgium, while In 
Paris, in acknowledging the cheers of 
the crowd for the king of the Belgians 
and accepting dinner invitations, inas- 
much as he hod gone to Paris at the 
count of Bavensteln and returned to 
Brussels under the same name. The 
prince of Wales has never been in Paris; 
it is the earl of Chester -who Is the hero 
of all the naughty adventures ascribed 
to Albert Edwards- The aliases assumed 
by royalty when seeing life in the 
French metropolis were divulged re- 
cently. 


Empress Frederick, though to the 


government only Countess Lingen, was 
recognized by the German and British 
embassies when in Paris in 1891. The 
empress of Austria colls herself the 
countess of Hobenembs; Empress Eu- 
genie, Comtesse de Pierrepons, the 
medieval stronghold which she has re- 
stored. If you meet Countess Toledo 
In your travels you will know that she 
Is Isabella II., once queen of Spain; the 
duchess of Castro is ex-Queen Sophie of 
the two Sicilies; the count of Barcellos 
is King Carlos of Portugal and his wife, 
Queen Ameue, is Marquesa de Villa- 
cosa; Prince Victor Bonaparte calls 
himself count of Moncalierej Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, Count Murany; 
the Swedish crown prince, Count Carls- 
borg; ex-King Milan of Servio. and his 
son hardly try any disguise. 


J3ne of the first monarchs to use an as- 


sumed name on his travels was Emperor 
Joseph II., who appeared in Paris in 
1777 as Count Falkenstein; Paul I. of 
Russia, while crown prince, visited the 
city under the style of Comte du Nord. 
Louis XVni. in exile called himself 
Comte de Lille; Charles X., after he was 
driven out, Comte de Mores and Louis 
Philippe Comte de Neuilly. The due 
de Bordeaux, "Henry V.," lived all h|s 
life under the name of Comte de Cham- 
bord. Joseph Bonapfcrte took the name 
of count of Survilliers when in America; 
Hortense Beaunornais, when no longer 
queen 
of Holland, called 
herself 


Duchesse de Saint Leu. 


In spite of their assumed names,per- 


sons who come in contact with these 
royal travelers are expected to treat 
them as though the incognito did not 
exist. In Switzerland alone has the dis- 
guise been taken seriously. The late 
King William in. of Holland was onte 
treated like a private person at Geneva 
and came near being taken to the police 
station. One summer evening he under- 
took to promenade on a hotel piazza 
without any clothes 'on and the subse- 
quent legai proceedings were stopped 
on his promising that he would leave 
Geneva at once. He never returned to 
the city.—-Paris Figaro.

Swift Bee Martin. 


In an elm juart to the right of the 


crossing of the creek at the bend where 
the street from town, leads down was 
the nest of a kingbird — and there's 
e, bird worth while! He Is widely known 
as the "bee martin," but kingbird IB 
his name, and he deserves it. He is a 
king, every inch of him. His flight is 
tike lightning, and his courage is be- 
yond all precedent. So like a flash SJre 
bis movements that he will eit swayiug 
upon the topmost limb of some- shrub, 
omd dash off and catch an insect flying 
at right angles from him, returning to 
his perch with the same dash and as 
placidly as if he had done nothing out of 
the common. It is the bravery of the 
little fellow, though, that entitles him 
to the greatest respect. He is the de- 
fender of the other birds. Let a hawk 
hover over the thicket creating a panic 
among the little feathered people and 
note what the kingbird does. He doesn't 
'hide as the others do. Not hel He 
flashes* out, often accompanied by id* 
mate, and mounts upward looking1 for 
the «nemy. They find him. away up in 
midair, and then ensues a preposterous 
combat. No hawk can catch one of 
those feathered electric sparks, and the 
kingbirds cannot kill or even disable 
the hawk.

DEATH MYTHS. 


•one of tfce Ghoiitly Terror* 1m Stem 


•for the Sonl. 


Among the myth* of. the most'bar- 


•barons races-we find definite ideas 33 to 
the destination of the soul after deatib 
and of the perils which surround it be- 
fore it can. reach that happy land, the 
abode of deceased ancestors, -who have 
attained to it by the same perilous road, 
At the meeting of the British assoeidr 
tion at Oxford (1804), Prof. Tylor 
brought forward Jfour of these aft-er- 
3eath perils in a very interesting paper, 
entitled, "The Diffusion of Mythical Be- 
liefs as Evidence in the History of Cul- 
ture," in. which he showed the existence 
jf a belief in these same perils in coun- 
fcries'aa widely separated as Japan, ilex- 
loo, Persia and Europe and threw upon 
& screen representations almost iden- 
tical from Mexican, Japanese, Buddhist 
ind old German pictures, drawing from 
the similarity of the scenes depicted the 
Inference that there must have been 
some sort of intercourse between these 
jountries in- the remote post. The four 
scenes brought forward represented: 
(1) The crossing of a stream by a 
iangerous bridge; (2) the passage of 
the soul between two mountains which 
clash together; (3) the climbing up a 
mountain set with, sharp knives; (4) 
the dangers from a wind carrying 
knives with. it. 


"Three of these ghostly terrors may 


se found in the myths of many other 
countries besides those named by Prof. 
Tylor, the two first being the most 
vradely distributed. The perilous cross- 
ing of a river after death was a belief 
among Egyptians, Greeks and Romans, 
but they provided a boat and a ferry- 
man for the convenience of the souls, 
who were required to pay for the ac- 
commodation with am obolus placed In 
the mouitfh by pious relatives. This fee 
Is not unknown in less classical coun- 
tries, being found> I believe, in Peru and 
Japan, India and Fiji, while the boat 
Is often replaced by a much more 
dangerous mode of transit, this being 
ueually a hadr bridge or one so sharp as 
to resemble the blade of » knife. The 
perilous bridge of the dead is found ia 
the legendsof the Esquimau, among the 
Shamans at Siberia and in Australia, 
In each case accompanied ny the second 
of Dr. Tyior'a dangers, •the clashing 
rocks under somewhat varying forms, 
but always, as I think, making a link 
with the medieval representations of 
"The Jaws of Death." Among the Es- 
quimaux, the angakoa, or sorcerer, who 
would vlsitSedua, the goddess who lives 
underground or in the depths of the 
ocean, presiding over one of the coun- 
tries to which souls go after death, must 
first pass the orsissut (the dwellings of 
the happy dead) and then cross an abysa 
In which a wheel as slippery -as ice is 
constantly turning- round. Arriving it 
the house of Sedna, he finds it guarded 
by terrible animals, sometimes de- 
scribed as seals and sometimes as dogs; 
and when within the house passage h« 
has to cross an abyss by means of a, 
bridge/ as narrow as a knife edge.—An- 
tiquary.

X RAYS AND BLINDNESS. 


No Good Evidence Found TIiBt One 


Will Help the Other. 


Quite a sensation vas produced sev- 


eral months ago by an announcement 
that Mr. Edison had helped the blind 
to see with the aid of the X rays. It 
was intimated that the optic nerve 
would respond to this stimulus -when 
it -would not do so to ordinary light. 
It proved, however, that the great elec- 
trician was misrepresented. He had un- 
dertaken some experiments in this di-' 
rection, and a lew trifling circum- 
stances gave him encouragement fora 
tune. But he eventually found it im-> 
possible to produce any effect where 
th£ Blindness was due to atrophy, or 
loss 'ot feeling, of the optic nerve. Va- 
rious physicians also made tests of a 
similar character. 
In one instance, 


where the cause was cataract and the 
optic nerve was all right, the X rays 
assisted the oculist in 
ascertaining 


what the matter was. The usual opera- 
tion for cataract then restored the pa- 
tient's sight. But almost without ex- 
ception all investigators reached the 
same conclusions a& did 'Mr. Edison. 


One very sanguine experimenter, Dr. 


Louis Bell, however, declared that when 
the current was turned on and offi from 
a Crookes tube the resultant flickering 
could be perceived by a man with whom 
be had made tests, and who was blind 
from paralysis of the optic nerve. The 
matter ^Ikas since been followed up by 
two Texas scientists, Dr. Hilgartnerv 
oculist to the state, institution for the 
blind, and Prof. Northrup, an expert 
In electrical matters. These men pro- 
cured powerful apparatus and then got 
hold of 11 blind people, ^seven of 
whom had absolutely no power of dis- 
cerning light; four others could very 
faintly perceive light. But not one of 
them could get the slightest impression 
by looking either at an excited Crookes 
tube or at a fiuoroacope. This lack of 
substantiation will probably lead un- 
prejudiced 'scientists to- the conclusion 
that'Dr. Bell was deceived •ortfeho-w, 
and that no help Is to be derived from 
this source.—nN. Y. Tribune.

/ Eranston, a suburb of Chicago. A. 
f tt]e over a year ago Mr. Herbert's at- 
tention was attracted to the subject ol 
tjte fl-ung °y al1 article in a magazine. 
His interest in the subject led nun. to 
besnn a series of experiments, in •which 
L has evolved a new form of a kite, and 
has entered upon the new and interest- 
incr field ol kite sailing on the water. 


It is in tins latter connection, that 


he lias come most prominently before 
tie public within a few weeks. All of

the population of Evanston and a large 
number of the people of Chicago and 
Ihe towns around the upper end of 
j^Ke Michigan, have become interested 
In watching for Mr. Harbert's kites, as 
well as for air ships. 


The progress of his experiments led 


him irresietably to the conclusion that 
kites might be put to a practical use in 
carrjmg messages across large bodies 
of -nater, and his later trials have been 
the viorking out of that theory. To 
take the place of the reel from which 
the line was paid out on land, and by 
nhith the kite was steadied he designed 
a floit, or drag, for the water, which 
would at once carry the end of the line 
and steer the kite. He watched for sev- 
eral u eeks for a west wind to carry his 
kites across Lake Michigan, but it re- 
fr,«ed to come. Weary of waiting, he at 
length started two sets of kites from 
ferarston Monday, April 26. Attached 
to each set was the following request 
to the finder at the end of their jour- 
ECJS.

can%apace In the middle. lleiuM found 
thla.io be the best form for a light 
wind, although square "box" kites are 
said to be super! or for high winds. Pine 
or -whltewood is used for the frames 
and white or colored cotton cloth for 
the covering./ The sides are four to 
five feet wide. Silk is considered the 
best covering, but it is an expensive 
material as IS or 16 yards are necessary 
for a single kite. After the frame has 
been made, the covering is sewed in 
place,'as tacks are likely to split the 
light sticks. Pine sticks a quarter of an 
inch in thickens by an inch in'width, 
or whitewood sticks half an inch square 
are the best size. 


A kite 12 feet lon% is quite another 


thing for a boy's plaything, and the 
man who should attempt to hold it 
would soon tire of his fun. Mr. Harbert 
uses a reel, set on a pivot, to allow for 
the changes of the wind by which his 
monster kites are controlled.

An ordinary cord is not to be consid- 
ered when the thing in the air is pull' 
ing like a team of oxen. Heavy iron 
wire, or light telegraph wire is com 
monly used. Piano wire is ideal for the 
purpose, but la too expensive to be 
thought of when half a mile or more 
of it te required.

lake other up-to-date kiteflyers, Mr. 


Harbert does not stop with flying one 
kite from a string. Two, or "tandem.'1 
kites are common enough, and Mr. Har- 
bert has had as many as 'eight kites 
in the air from one string at & time 
October 8, 1886, during the twenty- 
fifth, anniversary of the burning oi 
Chicago, Mr. Harbert kept a large flag 
and 30 feet of bunting flying over 
Evanston from a string of his kites 
The exhibition waa witnessed by thou 
sands of spectators. In fact, Mr. Har 
bert has all the drawing power of a oir- 
cus parade in Evanston, where his ap- 
pearance with a kite is the signal for n 
crowd to gather. 


His investigations, however, Tinve nol 


been conducted for the amusement of 
his neighbors, but from the conviction 
that the kite has ef wide field of useful 
ness. In common with others, he hii1- 
experimented1 in phptographing with i 
camera suspended from a kite. In this 
case, "pushing the button'' w^s out oi 
the question, and the exposure was 
made by pulling a string attached to 
the shutter of the camera. No satisfac 
tory results in photographing from 
kites h$ve been secured, but the art is in 
its ihf ancy. It is easy to see how pho- 
tography might prove of the highest 
value in warfare, if <t can be employed 
at high altitudes. Once it is possible 
to take a photograph from'a kite, and

Experiments have been made by the

the ' general of an army may send a 
camera over his enemy's camp to get a 
plan of his fortifications. If dynamite 
bombs can be dropped with their aid 
into the midst of a hostile army, the in- 
vasion of a country may be,prevented 
For signaling between armies or at sea, 
it will bS seen that kites may be em-- 
ployed to great advantage. If signals 
of distress can be displayed from a 
great height at sea, the passengers and 
crew of many a disabled ship may be 
promptly rescued from theisjdang«r. 


The possibilities of fates in teplorJ 


ing the upper regions of the air have 
not been overlooked by the scientists 
of the weather bureau. The .gentlemen 
whose good nature is depended upon 
to furnish the right brand of weather 
for picnics and parades have been great- 
ly hampered by their lack of knowl 
edge of conditions- in the higher strata 
of the atmosphere. Experiments with 
captive balloons have been made, but 
it was found that balloons were unable 
to reach high altitudes in a strong wind 
No better results were secured with a 
combination of a balloon with kites 
Prof. C. P. Marvin, of the weafter 
bureau, has undertaken an investiga- 
tion of kites and their construction. 


Investigators who care to go into the 


mathematical and scientific details will 
find plenty of material in his report, 
which was issued in July, 1806. His ex- 
periments iave been principally in the 
construction of kites which will give 
the best results. When this Eas been 
accomplished the weather bureau will 
make use of these kite* in sending up 
meteorological instruments to the 
higher levels of the air. A knowledge 
of the conditions at high altitudes! will 
add much to the information from 
which the forecasts of the bureau are 
made, and are expected to prove of 
great value Jn its work. 


Mr. Herbert's experiments have at- 


tracted great attention, not only in 
Evanston and Chicago, but in many 
other cities. He has received many let- 
ters on, the subject, one ol which waa 
from a Chicago firework* company, 
who wanted a set of his kites 
in giving . an exhibition, of fire- 
work* in DallM, Tex. For the 
time he has been at worklie has accom-
